Oil and Graft.” .. 


The resignation of Mr. Denby, Secretary 
of the American Naval Department, which 
is announced to-day, is the climax of a 


national scandal. The story began. last 
year when the Navy Department de 


cided to transfer the Teapot Dome oil 


lands in California and other fields in 


Mexico to the Department of the Interior 
These fields constituted a 
naval oil reserve; but, apparently, Mr. 


Denby was of the opinion that, if they | 


were not worked, they would deteriorate ; 
and, as his view was shared by a 


number of leading geologists, he de- 


| cided to get rid of them. At this time 


Mr. Fall was head of the Department of 
the Interior, and he leased the oil lands 
to the Sinclair and the Doheny oil trusts 
respectively. The Senate, at the instiga- 
tion of Senator Walsh of Montana, came 
to the conclusion that the prices which 
were paid by the oil magnates were not 
sufficiently large, and an investigation 
was ordered into the whole transac- 
tion. In the meanwhile Mr. Fall had 
resigned, while Mr. Harry Sinclair, head 
of the trust, was in Europe ón-a visit. One 


of the first witnerses before the Senatorial 


Committee was Mr. Archibald Roosevelt, 
son of the former President, who stated 
that he had resigned from one of the 


Sinclair oil concerns because he was con- 


vinced that the Teapot Dome deal. was 
corrupt. 

This startling evidence was followed by 
the most remarkable revelations, It was 
alleged’ that the late President Harding 
had sold his Marion newspaper at an en- 
hanced sum, and that in some mysterious 
way this deal was connected with the 
Teapot Dome affair. Mr. MacAdoo, Presi- 


dent Wilson’s son-in-law, and prospective 


candidate. for the Democratic nomination 
at the next election, also was implicated 


in the matter, while Mr. Sinclair was 


accused of multifarious activities of doubt- 


ful morality, including an attempt to 
secure valuable oil concessions in Persia 
and the establishment of a million dollar 
“Slush fund in Washington to grease 
the “wheels of his cryptic plans. After 
long and stormy discussion the Senate 
3 | demanded the resignation of Mr. Denby by 
UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, CORK. | 47 votes to 34. This decision placed Presi- 
dent Coolidge in an extremely awkward 


position, but he refused to sacrifice his 


colleague. He cancelled the proposed flight

The schems threatens our one remaining 
advantage in the competition for British 
trade — namely, proximity to the market 
centres. The. situation. must be faced 
resolutely if our most lucrative trade is 
to hold its position, Recent disclosures 
show how. far-flung is the competition 
that we must meet in the butter 
industry. New Zealand has overcome her 
difficulties so successfully that she can 
produce butter as good as that of any 
other country, including Denmark. We 
have not ceased to urge the adoption of 
scientific methods which will bring our 
agricultural. industry up to the best 
standard ‘that. is set by foreign com- 
petitors. The need is accentuated by this 
latest news of Danish activity and enter- 
prise. To-day the Free State has secured 
political peace, and the time has come for 
unsparing effort, based on co-operation, 
between all classes engaged in farming, 


Britain’s Example. 
The dockers’ strike hardly had begun in 


Great Britain when unscrupulous traders 
hastened to increase the prices of all 
the necessaries of life. Fortunately, 
the new Government has taken prompt 
action in the matter, It announces 
officially from Downing street that there 
is no present justification for any increase 
of prices; and it has asked the Law 
Officers to consider the Government's 
powers and to draft such emergency 
measures as may be necessary. We hope 
that President Cosgrave will take a leaf 
out of Mr. Macdonald’s book. We know, 
of course, that our Government has given 
some thought to the problem of “ profiteer- 
ing” in the Free State. Last night, at 
a meeting in Rathmines, the President 
said. that a bill was on the stocks which 
was designed, not to control the cost of 
living—a thing beyond the faculties of 
legislatures—but “to prescribe some rela- 
tion of price to value.” The country will 
await with eager interest a clearer defini- 
tion of the Government’s intentions; but 
in the meanwhile special action may 
become necessary in connection with the 
dockers strike, A great effort is being 
made to settle the strike, and the British 
Government has appointed a Court, under 
the Industrial Courts Act, which will try 
to secure agreement between the contend- 
ing parties. If these efforts fail, however, 
and if the strike continues for another 
week, it is exceedingly probable that 
attempts will be made to increase the 
prices of essential commodities in Dublin 
and throughout the Free State. We shall 
be told that hard. necessity—a dire 
shortage of food supplies and of coal— 
has imposed this harsh duty upon mer- 
chants and retailers. It is quite certain 
that the plea will have no foundation in 
fact. Our information is that the stocks 
of coal, flour, tea and sugar in this 
country are sufficient to meet the nation’s 
needs adequately for a fortnight or three 
weeks; and meat ought to be cheaper, 
rather than dearer, on account of the 
temporary exclusion of the English 
markets. We shall expect, therefore, that 
the Free State Government will check the 
impulsive profiteer with a heavy hand. 
A similar notice to that which the British 
Government issued last night ought to be 
published from Merrion street within the 


next twenty-four hours.

chester and Belfast. 

He was a member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, and wrote many valuable and in- 
teresting papers for that institution. During 
the pas; three years he held the position 
of Registrar of the Medical School (commonly 
called Dean of the Medical Faculty). In this 
office he came in contact with two generations 
of medical students, and helped materially to 
shape the policy pursued’ by the College 
authorities. i 

It would be no easy task to describe the 
attainments and abilities of Dr. O'Sullivan. 
He was a: fine classical scholar, and always 
kept himself in close touch with the progress 
of modern mathematics. There are many men 
to-day. holding chairs in that subject who 
woul acknowledge him to be their master. 
His interest in the development of mathe- 
matical research did not interfere: with his 
devotion to philosophy and the classics. In 
the subject which he professed he probably 
had few peers in his knowledge of cellular 
pathology. He was an inspiring teacher, and 

is laboratory was the rallying. point of 
medical students and newly - qualified 
physicians who are continually in search of 
advice and guidance. | 

In his youth he was a fine athlete, and he 
rowed in the College eights and fours. He 
was a keen yachtsman and golfer, and loved a 
game of billiards even to the last. 

Dr. O'Sullivan was a man of the most lov- 
able character. With the simplicity of a 
child he combined manly courage, as had 
frequently been displayed in his mountaineer- 
ing adventures. In a word, he was one of the 
outstanding figures in the life of the College, 
and jt is admitted by his colleagues that it 
will be hard to find a man to fill his place.

REV. WILLIAM DELANY, S.J. 


The death of the Rev. William Delany, 
S. J., which took me yesterday at 35 Lower 
Leeson street, Dublin, removes a distinguished 
Irishman and a prominent member of the 
Jesuit Order, Most of his long life—he was 
in his 89th year—was spent in Ireland. He 
was a distinguished theologian and educa- 
tionalist, and had made an earnest study of 
education. in al] its aspects in this country. 
He was particularly interested in the settle- 
ment of the Irish University question, which, 
during the closing years of the past and the 
beginning of the present century, was such a 
burning = : 
Father Delany was born at Leighlinbridge, 
Co. Carlow, on the 4th of June, 1835, and 
was educated at Carlow College and May- 
nooth. While still a theologi 
the year 1856, he entered the Society of 
Jesus at Tullab , and he remained on the 
bai staff of Clongowes Wood and Tulla- 
beg . rye from. 1859 till 1865. He 
completed his theological studies at Rome, 
where he was ordained priest in 1867. After 
his ordination. he witnessed many of the 
stirring scenes of the Garibaldian campaign, 
being for a time chaplain to the. Papal 
Zouaves. 

Returning to Ireland, he was appointed in 
1870 rector of Tullabeg College, and continued 
in that position for ten-years. It was during 
his rectorship that University studies were 
introduced there in 1875. In 1881 he visited

Dublin, from 1881 to 1885; President of 
University ery St. Stephen’s Green, 1863 
to 1887. In 1 he was created Senator of 
the Royal University of Ireland, in succession 
to Cardinal MacCabe.

Bitter feelings exist between the steve- 
dores and the dockers because the latter 
would not strike with the former in July 
last, and in revenge the stevedores con- 
tinue to work now that the dockers are 
out. It is unlikely that they will remain 
outside the strike long; for it is known 
that they want the two shillings advance 
equally with the dockers. Many of them, 
however, are blaming the dockers for 
striking in such inclement weather. Any 
time between May and August is regarded 
as the best time for striking, while the 
weather is fine and warm. Members of 
both unions, however, have one thing in 
common, since they agree that the strike 
is not likely to last longer than a week, 


The Poplar Debate. 


The Poplar debate is unlikely to take 
place until next week, though a strong 
desire has been expressed from all parts 
of the House of Commons that no time 
shall be lost in dealing with this impor- 
tant subject. The debate will be very in- 
teresting when it does take place; for, in 
addition to the Liberal official motion, Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore, Lord Apsley and Colonel 
Spender Clay have placed another on the 
Order Paper. This calls upon the Govern- 
ment to bring in legislation dealing with 
the poor lawy and requests the Ministry 
of- Health to issue an order immediately to 
prevent deliberate evasions of the Poor 
Law Act similar to those of Poplar. 

In Government circles there is much 
anxiety on the Poplar question, and it is 
understood that the Prime Minister and 
some of his colleagues will do their utmost 
to meet the objections to the action of the 
Minister of Health, which have been raise] 
by a majority of the House of Commons. 
They must be extremely wary, however, 
fearing to give offence to the Clyde- 


representative in the Ministry. The 
White Paper dealing with the whole ques- 
tion was circulated to members of the 
Cabinet to-day, but no date has been fixed 
for its general publication. 


Housing Prospects. 


It is becoming apparent that the publie 
have very little to hope from the Socialist 
Government so far as housing is con- 
cerned. Ministers are no more able to 
deliver the goods than their predecessors, 
and it must be generally recognised that 
the shortage of hous is likely to con- 
tinue for many a year to come. Mr. 
B. W Gardner, a Socialist member, 
realises this, and his Rent Restriction Bill 
will come up for second reading on Friday, 
with every prospect of reaching the Com- 
mittee stage. This Bill seeks to repeal 
the Rents Act and to secure control for 
another five or six years. Should the Bill 
pass the second reading, it is probable 
that the Government would grant 
facilities for its further progress, or even 
might adopt it as a Government measure. 


A Veteran Journalist. 


Sir Alfred Robbins, for many years 
London Correspondent of the Birmingham 
Post, who retired recently from active 
journalism, was entertained to lunch to- 
day in the diningroom of the Press 
Gallery before the presentation of a 
portrait of himself subscribed for by his 
colleagues in Fleet street and in the Press 
Gallery. The presentation was made by 
Lord Riddell, who pointed out that Sir 
Alfred Robbins had adopted the highest 
ideals of his profession. Sir Alfred 
Robbins, in expressing thanks, remarked 
that English journalism was the envy of 
the world owing to its incorruptibility. 
Sir Alfred Robbins is about to leave 
London on a Masonic mission to’ the 
United States on behalf of the Grand

Food Supplies. 


But for the dock strike there would 
probably have been a reduction in the 
retail price of butter in the course of the 
next few days, mainly owing to increased 
supplies from New Zealand. Last week 
37,000 boxes arrived from that country, 
and this week 134,000 boxes are due to 
arrive in London; but, even should thev 
be unloaded, the price reduction will be 
delayed owing to the uncertainty regarding 
the landing of future consignments. 
Much the same state of affairs rules in 
the case of other articles of food. If 
there is an increase in price, it will be 
not so much due to actual shortage as to 
the uncertainty respecting future arrivals. 
Some of the cargoes will be diverted to 
Continental ports, where the vessels can 
be unloaded without delay, 


Poultry and Eggs. 


A new poultry-keepers’ co-operative 
movement of a quite new and useful 
character has 1 been initiated near 
London. The idea has been set on foot 
by a group of commercial egg- producers. 
and it is intended to collect, fatten and 
market surplus birds, which are usually 
a loss to those engaged in egg production. 
The members of the Association will send 
their spare birds to this central station, 
leaving them to the handling of experts 
and taking their money when the birds 
are sold. Egg-farmers for a long time 
have been getting quite unremunerative 
prices for their surplus birds, but it is 
hoped that the new movement will enable 
them to make a profit in future,

It is explained that the permanent men on 
the English side are members of the N.U.R. 
The Scottish boats are more directly affected 
by the strike, and N 241 of cargoes will 
mean a large body of.men being thrown idle. 
The Fleetwood steamer discharged a heavy 
cargo, and on this route almost normal con- 
ditions prevail. ; 

At the coal quays there is almost unprece- 
dented activity. During the week-end no 
fewer than 22 colliers arrived in the Lagan 
from English and Scottish ports. All — 8 
last week coal cargoes were slightly above the 
average, and it would, therefore, appear that 
every endeavour has been made to replenish 
local stocks, which, on account of the recent 
railway dispute, were greatly depleted. 


SERVICES SUSPENDED AT CORK. 


1 5 strike has already had a serious effect 
in Cork, where several shipping services have 
been suspended until further notice. The 
Cork-Fishguard boat is, however, sailing with 
passengers and cargo as usual, and at present 
it seems unlikely that it will be necessary to 
cancel this service. 

On inguiry at the Cork offices of the Clyde 
Shipping ag od it was learned that no 
sailings as yet have been cancelled. The Cork- 
Glasgow boat is due to leave to-day, and 
further developments in the situation are 
awaited before definitely deciding as to the 
suspension or maintenance of the service. 
Meantime the arrangements are that the boat 
will leave at the usual time. A good deal of 
other cross-Channel shipping—indeed, almost 
all—is afiected. Shipping other than cross- 
Channel is not concerned. 


LIMERICK COAL SUPPLIES.

The outbreak had 
cost the enormous sum of £3,250,000, and it 
was 88 that on!

The bill proposed to remove the statutory 
limitation for two years. 

There had been nothing like the present 
abnormal outbreak for many years. Since 
the first outbreak at Rotheram, in eight 
months there had been 2,600 outbreaks in 
37 counties in England and in eleven counties 
in Scotland, These had involved the slaughter 
ot 89,000 eattle, 30,000 sheep and 42,000 pigs. 
A new and, disturbing feature was the number 
of apparently unconnected centres of the dis- 
ease. Another was the rapidity with which 
the disease had spread from farm to farm. 
Since Doceniber the situation had rapidly im- 
proved, and it encouraged the hope that the 
disease was well under control, and that the 
restrictions in force over a wide area might 
soon be removed. 

The figures seemed grave, but, considered 
in relation to the total numbers in the 
country, they were reasonable enough. They 
amounted to 3 per cent. of the cattle, 1.5 per 
cent. of the sheep, and 1.5 per cent. of the 
pigs. In Cheshire the losses were extraordi- 
nary—some 34 per cent of the cows. 


POLICY JUSTIFIED. 


The difficulties of dealing with the situa- 
tion were very great. He had been to see 
the procedure adopted in isolation cases. The 
policy of slaughter had been criticised in some 
quarters, but two years ago a committee, 
presided over by Mr. Pretyman, reported in 
favour of continuing it. In order to get a 
complete review of the situation he had asked 
Mr. Pretyman and the other members of his 
Committee, to review the whole of the cir- 
cumstances, and to go again into the com- 
parative results of the policies of slaughter 
and isolation. 

Isolation required very. elaborate organisa- 
tion, and cases had been traced to premises 
where isolation had taken place.

The committee he had appointed would 
inquire into the circumstances of the recent 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, review 
and report on the slaughter policy and the 
procedure of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
advise whether any further precautions could 
he taken against infection, and consider 
whether a “scheme of insurance could be 
devised as an alternative to the cxisting 
system of compensation ‘for slaughtered 
animals. 


RESEARCH WORK. 


As to research work, magnificent work was 
being done at the laboratory of the Ministry 
and at many other laboratories, some of which 
were assisted by the Ministry with money. 
He proposed to appoint a committee, con- 
sisting of both veterinary and human 
pathologists, to formulate a scheme of com- 
plete and comprehensive investigation. The 
Ministry had obtained the consent of the 
Treasury to a sum sufficient to enable work 
in this direction to be carried on for some 
years, as it could not be anticipated that a 
very difficult inquiry of this sort would come 
to anything for some prolonged period, It 
might be several years before any adequate 
results were obtained, but he thought that 
valuable results might be expected in due 
course. (Hear, hear. i 

Mr. E. Wood said that the Ministry of 
Agriculture had the goodwill of the whole 
hunting community in the restrictiong that 
had been placed on hunting. The balance of 
opinion amor both experts and farmers had 
uite decidedly emerged in favour of a 
slaughter policy, but if the country was to be 
faced with constant recurrences of slaughter 
on the scale' of the last few months 

There would be an almost overwhelming 
demand for the reconsideration of that policy. 
He attached the greatest importance to the 
work of investigation and research. 

Mr. Acland said that the policy of slaughter 
put a less burden on the country than isola- 
tion. He strongly supported the policy of 
promoting further schemes of research and 
experiment. He thought that there might 
well be consultations with the countries of 
Europe on this subject. 

Sir H. Cautley condemned the slackness 
of the Board of Agriculture, and, in order 
that Parliament might not lose control of the 
situation moved that the resolution be limited 
to the present financial year.

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TRAPPED IN A BLAZING 
HUT.

SLADES GREEN, ERITH, Monday. 
Nobody knows how it happened; it all 
came so swiftly.’’ . se 
In these words one of the survivors oí the 
Slades Green cartridge factory disaster, in 
which eleven girls and one man lost their 
lives to-day, summed up all that is known of 
the’ causes “á the — 4 — affair. . “we 
moment, ei n girls were singing ily 
at their work 3 obsolete Very 
lights—next moment the corrugated iron hut 
in which they worked was a raging furnace 
“ filled with dazzling stars,” as one girl puts 
it, and so fiercely sudden was the rush of the 
fla that, with three doors opening out- 
wards to safety, only seven of the girls 
escaped, the others being trap and burned 
to death. In every case the bodies were 
charred beyond recognition. 

The scene of the disaster was No. 5 hut. just 
inside the gates of Messrs. W. V. Gilbert's 
factory at Slades Green, midway between 
Erith and Dartford The 18 girls involved 
had been employed for some months past in 
the work of emptying Verey lights, and the. 
utmost precautions were taken to ensure 
safety. The girls were searched daily to pre- 
vent them taking into the factory of matches, 
and while at work tubber shoes were worn to 
lessen the risks of friction. Major McKenna, 
Chief Safety Officer of the Disposals Board, 
who with Major Cooper Keyes, Chief Home 
Office Inspector, was early on the scene to-day, 
told me that the cause of the disaster was a 
mystery. 

The fire broke out at 8.45 this morning, he 
said, soon after the girls had started work. 
There wae no explosion—just a sudden out- 
burst of flame—wbich in view of the precau- 
tions taken is quite inexplicable. 

Everything seemed to be going on.as usual 
this morning, when it was noticed that smoke 
and flames were issuing from No. 5 hut. The 
outside staff immediately rushed to the as- 
sistance of the girls, some of whom were 
quickly got out. Every fire appliance at hand 
was brought into use. A line of hose which 
was always in readinéss was turned on the 
flaming hut, and the Fire Brigade were tele- 
phoned for from Erith and Dartford. 

This promptitude prevented the spread of 
the flames to the adjoining hut, where a 
number of other girls were at work, but un- 
fortunately it did not save the lives of the 
girls trapped in the burning hut. Why they 
all did not escape I cannot imagine. The hut 
measured 20 by 40 feet, and it had three 
doors which opened outwards at a touch, one 
of these doors being 16 feet wide.

THREE MEN INJURED IN 
CO. WATERFORD. 


Three workmen were injured in a road- 
workers’ van on the road near Clashmore, Co. 
Waterford, yesterday, by the flashing of forty 
pounds of gelignite which they had intended 
to use in a quarry. 

The men believed that the gelignite was 
frozen, and put in on a stove to thaw. Almost 
immediately it blazed up. Thomas Ryan was 
very seriously injured, and the other two, 
whose names are given as Leamy and Brien, 
were blown out of the van, which was 
wrecked, set on fire and destroyed. 

[Gelignite is a preparation of gun-cotton 
and gelatine. It forms a powerful explosive 
when packed in an enclosed space.]

IRISH WOMEN WORKERS’ 


UNION AND THE DAIL. 


The Irish Women Workers’ Union has sent 
a copy of the following letter to every mem- 
ber of the Dail :— 

“DEAR Srn,—We beg to appeal for your 
serious consideration 3 the proposed cut in 
old age pensions. It is hard for us to believe 
that the members of the Dail can devise no 
way to raise the sum of £400,000 other than 
by taking one-tenth of their income from 
the poorest and feeblest class of the com- 
munity. Under the present cost of living, 
10s. a week is not sufficient for mere sub- 
sistence, and many old age pensioners have 
to seek poor telief or charity. It would surely 
retiect great discredit on the Teachtai if they 
unprotestingly allowed the Government to 
raise revenue by a method which will deprive 
many men and women of the necessities of 
life. We urge you, therefore, to reconsider 
the matter from a human point of view, re- 
membering the present value of 10s. in terms 
of food and room accommodation, and to vote 
against the bill re old age pensions now before 
the Dail.“ 


LUXOR DISPUTE,

EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT AND 
THE TOMB. 
From Tr Tuns CoRRESPONDENT. 
CAIROU, Monday. 

While there is nothing new here regarding 
the Luxor tomb. dispute, the belief in the 
probability of a settlement is growing. At 
the Ministry of Public Works this morning 
I was informed that the Egyptian Govern- 
ment was most anxious for an amicable ar- 
rangement with Mr. Carter, but that if a 
settlement were not reached it was deter- 
mined to maintain the position taken up. 

It was also told that, in view of the pos- 
sibility that a compromise might not be 
reached, the Government had arranged the 
necessary steps for the taking over of the 
tomb and continuing the work. If the Go- 
vernment took over the work, the Prime 
Minister and all the Ministers would go to 
Luxor as soon as possible after the Senatorial 
elections, on February 2, for the official 
re-opening of the tomb, to which invitations 
would be issued to the local diplomatic corps, 
prominent Egyptologists, and others. 

This afternoon the newspapers state, on 
what they declare to trustworthy 
authority, that the Government has decided 
to propose to Mr. Carter that he should re- 
open the tomb and continue the work as 
heretofore, but at the expense of the Egyptian 
Government, and with the proviso that he 
cancels the present contract with The Times, 
and that the Egyptian Government assumes 
sole and entire publicity rights. 

Whether this report is true or not, it ap- 
pears certain that the Government will, in the 
course of a day or two, make proposals to 
Mr. Carter, and, if they are not accepted, 
will inform him that it considers the conces- 
sion cancelled by his action in closing the 
tomb, and will carry out the threat to break 
the locks and take possession, and carry on

A COURT OF INQUIRY. 


The Times, in & leading article upon the 


setting up by the Minister of Labour of a 


Court of Inquiry into the dockers strike, 
observes :—To the public it will come as a 
welcome relief that the issues between the 
port employers and the dockers are to be 
submit to open trial. lu every quarter 
there will be an earnest hope that the un- 
biassed conclusions of the Court will provide 
the basis of an enduring settlement. To 
some extent this action of the Government 
must limit and postpone further discussion 
on the merits of the precise points in dis- 
pute. The most urgent question is Ne 
one of wages. It was the failure to reach 
agreement as to the amount/{of the minimum 
daily wage which marked 4he breakdown of 
the negotiations and caused the outbreak of 
the strike. Everyone sows that this ques- 
tion does not stand alone, and cannot finally 
be considered by itself. It is inseparably 
connected with the second and deeper 
question of the casual nature of 
so much of the employment at the docks 
which is due to a surplus of labour. Still, in 
the minds of the men themselves, the rate of 
their pay is the first consideration. 

The rate of wages paid to the casually em- 
ployed docker is a question of immediate 
importance; but.of still greater importance is 
the question whether he is to haye the oppor- 
tunity of earning that or any other rate at all. 
It is a deplorable state of affairs, and one 
which violates all-the ethics of a well-ordered 
civilisation, that men. who are solely depen- 
dent on a certain industry for their livelihood 
should have no assurance from day to day 
that employment will be forthcoming. The. 
remedy may be difficult to find or to apply. 
No prompt or complete remedy seems pos- 
sible. What can be done or what, after ex- 
amination, it is decided ought to be done, may 
involve measures too onerous for the industry 
itself to nndertake. But certainly some remedy 
must be sought and found for what the 
majority report of the Shaw Committee de- 
scribed as “a trouble of large dimensions and 
of wide social ramifications, but yet one with- 
out a settlement of which the prospect of 
peace at the docks,.or of amelioration, or of 
contentment, will be hopeless.”

TO-NIGHT’S DEBATE AT 
WESTMINSTER. 


To-night’s debate on air defence is, states 
The Times, attracting considerable attention, 
and the only regret is that the debate 
cannot last more than two hours and three- 
quarters. Sir Samuel Hoare, the ex-Minister 
for Air, who moves a resolution affirming the 
principle that Great Britain must maintain 
a home defence Air Force of sufficient 
strength to give adequate protection against 
air attack by the strongest Air Force within 
striking distance of her shores, is expected 
to speak for about half-an-hour. Sir Samuel 
Hoare is acting as Chairman of the Committee 
of Unionist members who wish to specialise 
on air subjects, and who held a meeting 
yesterday afternoon to consider the procedure 
for to-night's debate. 

In view of the importance of the subject, 
it is expected that the Prime Minister will 
indicate the Government’s policy on air 
matters. A reply which he made to questions 
yesterday suggested that the Burney airship 
scheme is in danger of being scrapped, and 
members are anxious to know whether there 
is any truth in the rumour which is in exist- 
ence that at the request of the new Air 
Minister a scheme has been prepared at the 
Air Ministry, and has been submitted to the 
Treasury, in which the Air Ministry propose 
to re-commission two of the old airships and 
to build one new vessel for experimental pur- 
ge It, is said that such a scheme is 

eing put forward as an alternative to the 
plan which was on the point of being finally 
passed when the Unionist. Government, went 
out of office for a commercial mail and pas- 
senger service to India and Australia.

ALL CAPITAL SHIPS OUT OF 
ACTION. 


In a message írom New York yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent states :—Four 
battleships—the Wyoming, Arkansas, Utah 
and Florida—have suddenly been withdrawn 
from the United States Atlantic Fleet, which 
is now in the Caribbean Sea, after an investi- 
ane by a board of naval engineers had 

isclosed dangers attendant upon their re- 
maining in commission. Their boilers, which 
had not been renewed since the vessels were 
completed in 1911-12, were found to be in 
an unfit condition to stand the strain put 
upon them. The Board has recommended, in 
consequence, that they should not be allowea 
to steam at a speed more than twelve knots. 

Pending definite orders from the Navy De- 
partment, the ships in question are lying at 
anchor in Culebra Harbour. By the loss of 
these battleships the United States Atlantic 
Fleet is reduced to ‘such destroyers and sub- 
marines as are fit to go to sea. as all the 
capital ships are. virtually out of action. 


FRUITARIAN DIET AND 
INFLUENZA.

CARTHUSIAN MONKS' 
FXPERIENCF. 


The immunity from influenza, consumption 
and other diseases enjoyed hy the monkg in 
the large Carthusian Monastery at Cowfolo, 
Sussex, has, according to the Procurator, in- 
duced an official from the Ministry of Health 
to commence a detailed study of the dietary 
habit of the monks, with.a view to applying 
their fruitarian principles to the treatment of 
eancer.. Other London specialists are also in- 
teresting themselves in the matter. 

The Procurator adds: —“ The general health 
resulting from the code of life is so good that 
Doctor Monckton Copeman, of the Ministry 
of Health, has made several visits of investiga- 
tion on behalf of cancer research; and though 
influenza has affected almost every house and 
cottage in the neighbourhood, it has not passed 
inside the monastery gates. No doubt, our 
diet has something to do with this, and 
probably there would be less influenza every- 
where if more people followed our example 
and ate more vegetables and fruit.“

From Ovr Own Corresponpenr, 
NEW YORK, Monday. 
Mr. Edwin Denby, Secretary of the Navy, 
announced his resignation this morning, after 
a telephone conversation with President 
Coolidge. The resignation was accepted. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 
In the course- of the telephonic communica- 
tion with the President the situation was 
briefly discussed in the light of information 
conveyed to the President by Republicaa 
leaders in the Senate. 
There had been considerable speculation as 
to whether Mr. Denby actually would re- 
sign, in spite of the Senate’s resolution, in 
view of the strong support accorded him by 
the President, who, in a letter to the Senate 
on the 12th inst., declared that no official 


recognition could be given to a Senate resolu- 


tion concerning members of the Cabinet. 

It may, however, be pointed out that, 
though the President intimated in his letter 
that he did not propose to sacrifice any inno- 
cent man, he added“ As soon as special 
counsel can advise regarding the validity of 
the oil leases, [ shall not hesitate to request 
the resignation of any officials whose conduct 
in this matter warrants such a step,” 

Mr. Denby was not only a party to the 
oil leases, but he repeatedly defended his part 
in the proceedings, and he publicly declared 
since the present controversy arose that he 
believes the contracts are legal. 

It was thus pointed out to the President 
that it might appear inconsistent to retain a 
member of an Administration holding these 
views, while the Administration itself was 
preparing to take action to annul the leases 
on the ground that they were made without 
authority. 

Mr. Coolidge, in his letter ac@pting Mr. 
Denby's resignation, says that he does so 
“with regret.” The resignation becomes 
effective on March 10. 

Mr. Roosevelt, son of the former President, 
and Assistant Secretary to the Navy, 
announced that he would not resign.—

It is understood that the possible resignation 
of Mr. Daugherty, the Attorney-General, will 
be debated at to-morrow’s Cabinet meeting.

With the Poincaré Cabinet facing an ever- 
decreasing majority in the Chamber of 
Deputies, political leaders are casting about 
for a possible successor to the Premier if his 
Government falls. The most prominent 
name put forward as the logical successor to 
M. Poincaré is that of M. Georges 
Clemenceau, the Father of the Victory,“ 
who retired» from politics in 1920, when he 
was suddenly abandoned for the Presidency 
and the late M. Deschanel chose ! 

At his home in ghe Rue Franklin the 
veteran politician deciines to make any com- 
ment on the matter, but seems to be enjoy- 
ing the awkward rumours concerning the 
present Government’s discomfiture. 

M.: Gustave Hervé, editor of La Victoire, 
which has consistently supported M. Poincaré 
since he assumed the post of Premier, has 
abandoned him, and in an article published 
yesterday explained why. ‘“‘I am asked who 
can we put in his—M. Poincare’s—place. 
There is M. Clemenceau and his party. 
They made a Treaty at Versailies which was 
not perfect, but which was as good as 1t 
could be, with allies like Wilson and Lloyd 
George, who aided us to win the war, and 
without whom we are incapable to win the 
peace. 

Clemenceau is the sole French statesman 
who has enough prestige in America and 
England to retrieve the existing errors with- 
out. permitting Germany to interpret the de- 
parture of M. Poincaré as a capitulation by 
France. Above all, Clemenceau is the only 
man who has enough nerve and sense of 
authority to propose—in case of a conflict 
with *arhiament—the revision of the 
Constitution. 

Ik the President of the Republic will not 
claim full powers—a dictatorship of six 
months for the public safety—he must with- 
out hesitation confide us once more to 
Clemenceau.’

DUDLEY’S EASY WIN

EMBOSS DISAPPOINTS. 


From Ovr TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT, _ 
LEICESTER, Monday Night. 

I wrote last night that the French colt, Sir 
Galahad II., was well backed for the Lin- 
colnshire Handicap in London last week-end. 
I understand now that the colt is a certain 
runner and will be sent to England the week 
before the race, in which he will be ridden 
by Frank O'Neill. His connections have an 
exalted opinion of Sir Galahad, and at Deau- 
ville last year they were hoping that M.

CURRAGH STABLE BOYS’ STRIKE. 
THE PRESENT POSITION. 


The almost unanimous opinion at the Curragh is 
that the stable-lads’ strike will collapse this. week, 
and, despite statements to the contrary, t is a iact, 
as we stated last week, that applications have been 
received by trainers from a number of those who 
wero employed by them for re-instatement in their 
During last week-end the electrician 
in Mr. Parkinson's stable at Maddenstown Lodge 
was called out, but he returned to work to-day, 
and at that stable the total labour force numbors 
35; there will an addition to it during the 
course of this afternoon of five more hands. Taere 
are 110 horses at Maddenstown Lodge, and each of 
them has been exercised daily, Mr N. Sikes, who 
trains the Grand National candidate, Madrigal, 
informed our representative yesterday that the horse 
had not missed a single gallop, and Mr. T. Coombs, 
who has charge of Grave Fairy, vouchsafed the in- 
formation that that mare, who is engaged in the 
Lincolnshire Handicap, has continued to give every 
satisfaction to him. When his stable men and 
apprentices left his employment the members of his 
household and a number of “outside hands came 
to hig assistance, and the twenty-seven horses which 
are sheltered at Osborne Lodge have been attended 
to as ueual both us regards their exercise work on 
the heath and their ming and feeding in their 
stables. Mr. Philip Benan, whose establishment is 
Mountjoy Lodge, stated that he had heen in now)se 
inconvenienced by the SEE of his employés; 
his team has been regularly exercised, and fed and 
groomed, Mr. T. Rogers announced that since 
the return of his apprentices he had found them 
most willing to co-operate in every way. A couple 
of them stated that they had been persuaded 
oin the strikers for a few 
hours. The work at Mr. John Doyle's stable at 
Rossmore Lodge has been continued as usual, and 
the one-time crack jockey made it clear to our re- 
porter that his charges were having the ueual at- 
tention paid to them. Mr. Doyle stated that his 
resources for carrying on usual stable routine and 
exercising his horses were fully approved by the 
patrons of his stable. Mr. wsón's etable at 
Rathbride Manor continues to be as busy as ever, 
there being no departure from the normal, the 
exercising of horses holding engagements at meetings 
in the near future being an especially satisfactory 
feature of the full facilities at the disposal of Mr. 
Dawson. The other Curragh trainers are experienc- 
ing no difficulty in“ carrying on.” 

The statement issued by the strikers’ union, that 
all the head lads in Curragh stables had joined 
the strikers ig incorrect; indeed. yesterday Mr. 
Parkinson, Chairman of the Trainers’ Asedication, 
suid— We are not concerned to contradict the 
various statements that have been issned on behalf 
of the strikers. You can take it from me that 
every trainer has heen enabled to indulge his 
string in such exercise as ie required, and that our 
organisation for maintaining our labour resources at 
their present strength, or, it necessary, increasing 
their strength, has been fully equal to all emer- 
gencies. The opinion of my fellow-trainers and of 
myself is that the boys who left well-paid and con- 
«taut employment were very short-sighted, + indeed 
Their action has not hampered us.“ Asked if he 
‘thought the strike would last much longer. he re- 
nlied—" I do not think it is likely to continne 
very much longer,” and then questioned as to the 
terms of settlement, he said“ Trainers made every 
effort to induce the boys not to go on strike, but 
you will recall that an the Wednesday previous to 
the boys being called out we offered to the boys’ 
nnion the opportunity of a further conference, and 
that the reply returned to us was, Na conference 
can take place unless it is guaranteed that no que 
tion of reduction of wages will be brought up at it.’ 
I «lo not care to say any more for the present, 
unless it be that you may wish to add, for the in- 
formation of the racing public, that the announce- 
ment that the Maddenstown Lodge string was pre- 
vented from being exercised on the Cnrramh was 
totally devoid of fonndation. On no single day has 
any horse of mine had to miss a gallop.
